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Oh Joy! City 
Tax Rate Is 
Cut 86 Cents 


It will cost the tax payers of Si¬ 
erra Madre $9,016.39 less to run 
the City of Sierra Madre during 
the coming fiscal year than during 
the year just past, according to 
figures presented to the board of 
trustees by City Clerk Louis Dietz 
at an adjourned meeting of the 
board. 

The total tax rate for municipal 
purposes this year will be $1.73 on 
each $100 assessed valuation, against 
a municipal rate last year of $2.59. 
The lower rate is due partly to the 
decreased budget and partly to the 
increase in assessed valuation. 

Bond Burden Less 

The biggest item of tax reduction 
is found in the interest and sinking 
fund, which last year took $1.28 of 
the tax payer's money for every 
$100 owned. This year it will re¬ 
quire only 48 cents to meet this 
municipal debt burden. 

The library fund will receive only 
13 cents against 16 cents last year, 
and the park maintainance fund is 
reduced from 15 to 12 cents. The 
levy for the general fund remains 
at $1.00 which is the maximum under 
the state law. 

The principal aid to tax reduction 
in planning the city budget was a 
surplus of about $11,000 in the in¬ 
terest and sinking fund which the 
trustees believed should not be al¬ 
lowed to grow any larger. This 
surplus has been allowed to accumu¬ 
late since 1910, it being considered 
advisable to carry a certain amount 
to take care of emergencies. It has 
grown to such proportions that the 
trustees believed it advisable to re¬ 
turn some of it to the property 
owners in the form of lowered taxes. 

Cost of Government 

The amount estimated as neces¬ 
sary to be raised for all municipal 
purposes for the coming year is 
$58,873.62. Last year it was $67,891. 
02. This includes the salaries of all 
municipal officers, street cleaning 
and repairs, park and library ex¬ 
pense and the payments of interest 
and principal of the city’s bonded 
debt. It does not include the cost | 
of the school system as that comes 
under the head of county taxes. 

The increased valuation brings the 
total assessed valuation of the City 
of Sierra Madre from $2,621,275 to 
$3,403,100. This increase of 29.82 
per cent represents a period of sub¬ 
stantially three years which is the 
period since a general revaluation 
was last made by the county assess¬ 
or's office.

Clinic May 
Open Here 


Sierra Madre may have a "well 
baby” clinic in the future, according 
to Dr. J. M. Furstman, district 
health officer in charge of the work 
of the county health department. A 
survey of Sierra Madre is being 
made by county health officials with 
the end in view of formulating a 
health policy suitable to the needs of 
the town. 

When the survey is completed it is 
expected that the present health 
ordinance will be revised to corre¬ 
spond with that of the county and 
to make the working out of a reg¬ 
ular health policy possible. Dr. 
Furstman said during his visit to 
Sierra Madre a few days ago that 
the city is large enough to warrant 
the operating of various clinics as 
proper arrangements can be made.

FEDERATION IDEAS 
OF CO-OPERATION 

One of the interesting exhibits at 
the close of every woman's club 
year and at federation gatherings 
consists of club scrap books—not the 
record of club scraps but filled with 
newspaper clippings telling of club 
activities. These consist of reports 
of meetings held and work done, of 
propaganda on pet club ideas, ami 
advance notices of club meetings and 
entertainments. For much of the 
latter there could be no substitute 
save expensive paid advertising. 

All this represents not merely the 
activities of the press chairman, but 
the cordial co-operation of the local 
newspaper. Its compensation is—a 
brief resolution of thanks, provided 
somebody happens to think of it as 
the club year ends. 

The newspaper is glad to co-oper¬ 
ate with the clubs without expecta¬ 
tion of material recompense, because 
it recognises their value to the com¬ 
munity, and partly, if other news¬ 
papers are like this one, because 
the newspaper folk like the club 
members. 

Now one of the cardinal tenets 
of club and federation workers is 
community co-operation. Another 
for which frequent appeal is made 
is “better newspapers.” But the 
federation officials do not seem to 
realize that in many cases the com¬ 
munity newspaper is also the com¬ 
munity printer. It probably never oc¬ 
curs to them that the local news¬ 
paper is entitled to every bit of 
printing patronage the local clubs 
can give it as a matter of reciprocity 
alone. Furthermore, by thus pro¬ 
moting its prosperity they are mak¬ 
ing better newspapers possible. 

Such lack of thought on the matter 
seems the only wny to account for 
the policy of a federation official in 
sending to clubs throughout the 
state samples of year bonks printed 
by a Los Angeles printer who is 
recommended to the clubs. It is 
hardly conceivable that they would 
recommend Los Angeles provision 
dealers for the patronage of local 
clubs even though the quantity of 
business secured thereby might en¬ 
able them to quote lower prices to 
the clubs. 

Certainly all the country newspa¬ 
pers coming to my desk show a most 
cordial attitude toward the woman’s 
clubs. Then why should a federa¬ 
tion official recommend that local 


Quota For 
Quake Fund 

Only $400.00 more to be raised! 

Sierra Madre is responding to 
Santa Barbara’s call for help, ac¬ 
cording to J. N. Hawks, chairman of 
the local relief committee. 

Already $800.00 has been collected 
and sent to Santa Barbara. It is 
earnestly hoped that the remaining 
$400.00 of the quota can be raised 
und sent to Santa Barbara by the 
end of the present week. 

Members of the Regional Plan¬ 
ning Commission visited Santa Bar¬ 
bara ^or the purpose of making an 
investigation of existing conditions. 
Their report shows that the earth¬ 
quake has seriously injured the city. 
More than 7,000 structures were 
damaged. Nearly 500 business build¬ 
ings were damaged, many to an ex¬ 
tent requiring their complete de¬ 
molition rather than rebuilding. 

One quarter of the total value of 
the city was wiped out,this being 
one-half of the value of all improve¬ 
ments. Couple this with the fact 
that the city hud already practically 
reached its bonding limit and the 
picture of the situation shows how 
the work of reconstruction is fettered 
and held down by financial limita¬ 
tions which make outside help a real 
necessity. 

None of the state wide relief fund 
will go to churches or fraternal or¬ 
ganizations. Their needs are being 
cared for by their own groups. This 
fund is for emergency relief only, 
putting schools and hospitals into 
condition to tide over the present 
need, anti a small amount of per¬ 
sonal rehabilitation to prevent cases 
of destitution. 

Unless this fund is raised Santa 
Barbara will be forced to turn 
away 2,000 school children when the 
new school term begins next month. 
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lays the distinction is as rare as it 
is commendable. 

That such a paper as the Star- 
News is an outstanding business suc¬ 
cess in the newspaper world speaks 
well for its constituency and gives 
the lie to the claim that u newspa¬ 
per must cater to the worst ele¬ 
ments of human nature to reap the 
most dollars.

Health Plan 
Is Aided By 
Sale of Seals 


People who buy Christmas seals 
of the Tuberculosis Association prob¬ 
ably like to know what becomes of 
the money. Accordingly Attorney 
Robert Mitchell who is president of 
the Los Angeles County Tuberculosis 
Association presents a report of the 
summer health schools which were 
made possible by the sale of the 
seals. 

This summer time is health time 
in Los Angeles county for 300 child¬ 
ren who are enrolled in nine Summer 
Health Schools. These are made pos¬ 
sible through the co-operation of the 
Los Angeles County Health Depart 
ment, the Los Angeles County Tu¬ 
berculosis Association, and certain 
local organizations. Thus the pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale of Christmas seals 
are being used in the most effective 
of all tuberculosis prevention—the 
building up of the nutrition and vi¬ 
tality of children in early life. 
Experimental Work 
The nine Health Schools constitute 
an experimental innovation in the 
field of tuberculosis prevention, and 
should prove hut the first step in a 
county wide program of this kind. 
The piece of work begun by the 
central organizations should point 
the way to local communities so that 
ultimately each community can 
reach the entire group of under¬ 
nourished children.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE ORDERING 
THE VACATION AND ABAN¬ 
DONMENT OF A PORTION OF 
LOWELL AVENUE IN SAID 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
uf Sierra Madre do ordan as follows: 

SECTION 1. That all that porton 
of Lowell Avenue in said City of 
Sierra Madre, described as follows, 
to-wit: 

Begnping at a point on the South 
line of Lowell Avenue, where said 
South line is intersected by a line 
distant tweney-five (25) feet easterly 
from, and parallel to, the westerly 
line of Lot 16, Block B of the Cent¬ 
ral Tract, as per map recorded in 
Book 30, Page 14, Miscellaneous 
Records of Los Angeles County, Cali¬ 
fornia, prolonged southerly across 
said Lowell Avenue; thence north¬ 
westerly along the arc of a curve 
concave to the North and tangent 
to said South line of Lowell Avenue 
having a radius of 157.59 feet, a 
distance of 77.21 feet; thence north¬ 
westerly along the arc of a curve 
concave to the south, having a ra¬ 
dius of 97.59 feet, a distance of 47.82 
feet; thence westerly along the cen¬ 
ter line of Lowell Avenue, said cen¬ 
ter line being distant 30 feet south¬ 
erly from and parallel to the south¬ 
erly line of Lots 17 to 21 both in¬ 
clusive, and the southerly line of 
Lot 1 of said Central Tract, to the 
easterly line of Baldwin Avenue; 
thence southerly along said easterly 
line of Baldwin Avenue to the south¬ 
erly line of said Lowell Avenue; 
thence easterly along the said south¬ 
erly line of Lowell Avenue to the 
point of beginning, be, and the same 
is hereby closed up and vacated for 
street purposes. 

SECTION 2: That the said work 
is for the closing up, vacation and 
abandonment of that portion of Low¬ 
ell Avenue more particularly de¬ 
scribed in Section 1 hereof, and it 
appears to said Board of Trustees 
that there are no damages, costs or 
expenses arising out of said work 
and that no assessment is necessary 
for said work, and therefore, no 
Commissioners are appointed to as¬ 
sess benefits and damages for said 
work, and to have general super¬ 
vision thereof. 

SECTION 3: The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this ordin¬ 
ance and shall cause the same to 
be published by one insertion in 
the “SIERRA MADRE NEWS,” a 
weekly newspaper of general circu¬ 
lation, published and circulated in 
said City of Sierra Madre, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall be in full force anil effect.

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day the children take naps, and 
twice during the day they have milk 
and play out of doors. In the middle 
of the day they sit down around 
a great table and have lunch—and 
such a lunch! Plenty of calories and 
vitamines and all those other life- 
giving properties all bundled up in 
a delectable looking salad or soup 
or other toothsome dish. No won¬ 
der each child at the end of the 
meal has licked his platter clean. 
Mothers Learn Too 
Mothers’ Day at these schools is 
the time when mothers attend, con¬ 
fer with the nurses and specialists 
and have a chance to talk about 
their own particular children. But 
most of all these conferences with 
mothers show' how effectively the 
children have carried health know¬ 
ledge and practice into the home. 

Picture these groups of happy 
children learning these simple rules 
of health by practising them, learn¬ 
ing in the golden period of child¬ 
hood the simple and essential habits 
of health which are so often neglect¬ 
ed till too late to mend habits. 
Origin of the Schools 
How did these schools come into 
being ? They did not spring up 
full grown, but are the result of a 
great need; the realization of a far- 
seeing vision. 

There are in our schools and in 
our homes a great mass of children 
below par—not actually sick, but un¬ 
der nourished, with low vitality, a 
ready prey for any disease. These 
children have physical defects very 
often, such as bad teeth, tonsils 
which need removing, defective hearts 
or eyes—defects which usually can 
he remedied if taken soon enough. 
All these children have a common 
fault, some defective habit of health, 
some bad habit of sleeping, of eat¬ 
ing, of toilet or of exercising. 

All Classes Suffer 
This group of undernourished 
children coming from every class of 
society and every nationality must 
be taken care of early; must have 
the physical defects remedied; must 
be taught to practise right habits 
of health. This can be done and is 
being done in the schools to some 
extent, but it should be done before 
the child ever reaches school. Build 
up the vitality of the pre-schoop 
gfoup and theschool group will l a 
ready to grow up into healthy and 
happy children. 

This, then was the need. 

Meeting the Situation 
The Los Angeles County Health 
lepartment and the County Tuber¬ 
culosis Association started the sum- 
health schools to meet this big 
problem of mal-nutrition and reach 
in the summer months the mass of 
children who are unable to leave 
home for the camps and preventor¬ 
iums, but who are in definite and 
crying need of education in matters 
of health. The leaders also realized 
that in this way the home could be 
reached more readily and that the 
children themselves carry health 
knowledge back to the home. 

An extensive survey of pre-school 
children made by the County Health 
department determined the children 
who were in most urgent need of 
attention. Many of these were tu¬ 
bercular contacts, that is, children 
with tubercular parents, and under¬ 
nourished children peculiarly fit sub¬ 
jects for tuberculosis. 

These children from 5 to 10 were 
formed into a health school group 
in those districts where the school 
authorities were willing to have the 
buildings and school equipment so 
used. 

Nine of these schools were formed 
to operate from July 6 to August 
28. The districts are Belvedere (2), 
Fremont school at Lamanda Park, 
Huntington Park, Inglewood, Mon¬ 
rovia, Pomona, San Fernando and 
San Gabriel. 

Nurses from the county health de¬ 
partment have direct sharge of the 
children. There is a cook who pre 
pares the noonday meal and who is 
supervised by a nutrition specialist. 
This nutrition specialist, a child 
health specialist and a physical ed¬ 
ucation specialist are furnished by 
the Los Angeles County Tuberculosis 
Association. 

The food is paid for by local 
groups such as the Parent-Teacher 
Assn., City trustees in one commun¬ 
ity, the Lions, Elks, Kiwanis and 
other civic organizations. 

The children are examined and 
physical defects corrected whenever 
possible by the doctors and dentists 
of the county health department. 

These summer health schools are 
the realization of the great vision. 

The nine health schools constitute 
the most extensive piece of work of 
its kind undertaken in the health 
education field. Los Angeles county 
has a right to be proud of the vis¬ 
ion, courage and leadership which 
make this splendid work possible. 

The whole project is based on the 
great principles of all modern pro¬ 
gress, Education, Prevention and 
Co-operation. It deserves the interest 
and support of every person who is 
interested in the health of little 
children and in the future of a 
strong and enduring civilization.

ORDINANCE NO. 29; 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD 
OK TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE, FIXING 
THE AMOUNT OF MONEY NEC¬ 
ESSARY TO BE RAISED BY 
TAXATION UPON THE TAX¬ 
ABLE PROPERTY THEREIN AS 
REVENUE TO CARRY ON THE 
VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS OF 
SAID CITY FOR THE CURRENT 
FISCAL YEAR 1925-1926, AND 
TO PAY THE BONDED 
AND OTHER INDEBTEDNESS 
THEREOF. 

The Board of Trustees of the 
City of Sierra Madre do ordain as 

follows: 

SECTION 1: That the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre, 
State of California, do hereby fix 
the amount of money at the sum of 
Ffty-eight thousand, eght hundred 
and seventy-three dollars and 
sixty-three cents (658,873.63) nec¬ 
essary to be raised by taxation 
upon the taxable property in said 
City of Sierra Madre as a revenue 
to carry on the various departments 
of said City for the current fiscal 
year of 1925-1926 and to pay the 
bonded and other indebtedness of 
such municipal corporation. 

SECTION 2: This Ordinance is 
urgently required for the immediate 
preservation of the public health, 
peace and safety. The following is 
specific statement showing the urg¬ 
ency of this Ordinance: 

That the revenue to be derived 
from the taxes to be levied and col¬ 
lected in accordance with the terms 
thereof is necessary for the preserv¬ 
ation of the public health, peace and 
safety, and in order for this Ordin¬ 
ance to be in effect in time re¬ 
quired for this year’s tax levy such 
an ordinance is now immediately re¬ 
quired. 

SECTION 3: The City Clerk 
shall certify to the passage of this 
Ordinance by n vote of four-fifths 
of all the members of the Board of 
Trustees of said City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, and its approval by the Presi¬ 
dent of said Board, and shall cause 
the same to be published by one in¬ 
sertion in the Sierra Madre News, 
a weekly newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation, published and circulated in 
said City of Sierra Madre, and 
thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall be in full force and effect.
